“Nevertheless, hic law is the law of love. When he con- 
fessed his utter lack of orthodex faith the congregation heard 
him with respect and interest, and afterwards greeted him cor- 
dially. As the pastor, Rev, James L. Gordon, said: ‘He is our 
pulpit guest, because we love him,’ 


"So long as we find instances of religious toleration of this 
kind there is hope for better things.” : 

In the first place, why should Luther Burbank, whose 
life work has been associated with horticulture, and who, 
becapse he hag given this his ubdivided attention, has 
wrought wonders in plant life-why, I say, shidulq” his views. 
on religion amount to anything? If any one of us, who had 
given no more study to horticulture than Burbank has given 
to religion, were asked to make a pfonouncement on that 
branch of natural science, what would-the pronouncement 
be worth and how presumptuous would we not be to assume 
an air of authority in that fleld! 

Burbank calls Christ an infidel because He repudiated 
the Mosaic religion. Asa matter of fact, He conformed His 
life to that religion most scrupulously until “Ais time had 
come” to do the work for which He was sent on earth, name- 
ly, to offer the means of salvation to all nations. Only the 
Hebrew people had had a true knowledge of God; now this 
knowledge must be: brought to people everywhere; the 
Hebrew religion was national; the Law originally given to 
one race, which He came “‘not-to destroy but to fulfill” 
to be made international and universal. 

One who represents a definite Christian religious svs- 
tem is not tolerant when he allows a professed infidel to fill 
his pulpitwat least not if the minister himself acknowl- 
edges Christ. Was it*not-Christ Himself Who declared, 
“He who is not with Me is against Me; and he that gathereth 
not with Me, scattereth?”’ 

To speak of Nature as a “goddess” ia to talk nonsense. 
Nature is material, and, therefore, finite and limited; there- 
fore, it could not be eternal; therefore, it had a beginning;

The few individuals who differ 
from the belief of the generality should offer proof for their 
attitude; yet never did an infidel or agnostic offer a plausible 
proof for his stand, or disproof of the stand of the over- 
whelming majority.
